But gave so much love and not so much a business as a way of 
life. This is true only in the sense 
that all occupations are a way of 
life, and as every farmer well 
knows if he is to survive, he must 
adhere to the strict disciplines of 
a profit and loss operation. It is 
surely inconceivable that all the 
forms of business with which a 
farmer deals could be socialized 
without the farmer being socialized 
himself. Indeed the threat of social¬ 
ization is probably greater for the 
farmer than for anyone else, for 
it is a characteristic of the pro¬ 
grams of the parties of the far 
left throughout the world, to re¬ 
gard nationalization of land and 
the collectivization of farmers as 
the most important plank in their 
platforms. 

Any farmer, looking at the large 
amount of money he has tied up in 
expensive machinery, in stock, and 
ih his fertile acres, who does not 
see himself as the prime example 
of the head of a business enterprise, 
an the employer of capital, must 
be completely deluding himself. His 
real economic interest should cause 
him to be a champion of the free 
enterprise system. 

Any campaign which has as its 
objective the elimination of profit 
from any section of business should 
be regarded by him with the great¬ 
est suspicion. The next step is 
obviously a fnove to eliminate the 
profit from his own business, in 
short to arrange for his solializa- 
tion. It seems all too probable that 
in adopting the slogan “service-at- 
cost'’ he is planning his own 
financial servitude. The farmer 
may find that the network of non¬ 
profit organizations he has created 
about him will close in and enmesh 
his own business in its coils. Con¬ 
tainment and moderation have 
never been characteristics of the 
solialist ideal.

Responsibility In Farm Accidents 

What is the legal responsibility of a farmer in 
preventing injury to employees, guests and animals 
and in preventing damage to equipment and • build¬ 
ings belonging to others? 

Alberta’s Agricultural Solicitor Alex Weir, points 
out that a farmer is responsible for damages caused as 
a result of his own negligence. In other words he is 
responsible for damages caused by his doing some¬ 
thing which a reasonable man in his position would 
not have done or by omitting to do something which 
a reasonable man in his position would have done. 

It is interesting to note that a farmer who has a 
■degree in agriculture from a recognized university is 
required to exercise a higher standard of care than 
one who has not had this training. Although a higher 
standard of care is expected of an agrologist than an 
ordinary farmer, it does not necessarily mean that it 
is the highest standard possible. It simply means that 
the agrologist would have to exert a standard of care 
that any reasonable man with his professional train¬ 
ing would exercise under similar circumstances. 

A fair and reasonable standard of care is de¬ 
manded by the law. Suppose for example a farmer 
stops his combine on his own land which is near a 
school and fails to put the table down. He would prob¬ 
ably be responsible for damages if one of the child¬ 
ren, by pressing the lever, droppd the table on another 
child. It would be assumed that a reasonable farmer, 
if he knew children were playing in the vicinity, 
would always lower his combine table before leaving 
the machine unattended. 

A reasonable farmer would always have a safety 
shield on his power take-off when it was in motion 
because this precautionary measure is stressed by all 
machine manufacturers. Therefore, if he did not have 
it on when the power take-off was in motion and 
somebody was hurt, he would be liable for any 
damage. 

There are some circumstances, according to 
Mr. Weir, when a farmer would be liable even 5 he 
had taken many safety precautions. If, for example, 
he had stored large quantities of gasoline or explo¬ 
sives on his farm and these exploded, he would be re¬ 
sponsible for having stored these dangerous materials. 
Therefore, he would be responsible for all damages 
sustained by his neighbor’s property. In other words 
a farmer keeps dangerous articles on his farm at his 
own risk. 

What can the farmer do to protect himself 
against such perils? Mr. Weir says he should first 
take all reasonable steps in all phases of his farming 
operation to avoid injury to anyone or anything. Then, 
because one careless incident could mean financial 
ruin, it is advisable for every farmer to have ade¬ 
quate insurance to protect him against accidents.
